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The  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  was  authorized 
and  empowered  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  11,  1905.  This 
Act  is  given  in  full  herewith  as  follows: 

(Page  442,  P.  L.  1905) 

AN  ACT 

For  the  appointment  and  maintenance  of  a  board,  to  be  known  as  the  Armory  Board 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania ,  and  for  the  payment  of  its  expenses,  and  for 
providing,  managing  and  caring  for  armories  for  the  use  of  the  National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  same ;  authorizing  the  State  Armory  Board 
to  receive  from  counties,  cities,  municipalities  and  other  sources  donations  or 
contributions  for  the  purpose  of  this  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  there  shall  be  appointed  within 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  an  Armory  Board,  to  consist  of 
the  Governor,  the  Adjutant  General  and  live  persons  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  of  whom  three  shall  be  officers  of  the  National 
Guard,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  provide,  manage  and  care  for 
armories,  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  2.  That  the  Armory  Board,  as  appointee!,  is  hereby  em¬ 
powered  and  directed  to  erect  or  provide  anywhere  within  the  limits 
of  this  Commonwealth,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be 
decided  upon  by  said  Armory  Board  as  most  advantageous  to  the 
Commonwealth,  armories  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  which  armories  shall  be  used  for  drill,  meeting  and  ren¬ 
dezvous  purposes  by  the  organization  of  the  National  Guard  occupy¬ 
ing  same,  and  in  which  shall  be  stored  and  safely  kept  all  property  of 
the  United  States  or  of  the  Commonwealth,  issued  to  such  organiza¬ 
tion  for  military  purposes. 

Section  3.  The  members  of  said  Armory  Board  shall  perform  t he 
duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  without  any 
compensation  for  their  services;  but  their  actual  necessary  expenses, 
incident  to  the  location  and  establishment  of  such  armories,  shall 
be  borne  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  payable  from 
the  appropriation  made  for  armory  purposes. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  Armory  Board  shall  have  full  authority 
to  purchase  ground  in  the  various  localities,  throughout  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  where  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  provide  armories;  said 
ground,  in  each  instance,  to  be  purchased  in  the  name  and  for  the 
use  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania;  and,  upon  the  ground  so 
purchased  the  Armory  Board  is  authorized  and  directed  to  erect,  for 
the  use  of  such  company,  battery,  troop,  battalion,  or  regimental  or¬ 
ganization,  an  armory  to  be  used  for  meeting,  rendezvous  and  drill 
purposes,  and  in  which  shall  be  stored  the  ordnance-stores,  quarter- 
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master-stores  and  other  property  issued  to  the  organization  occupy¬ 
ing  said  armory.  When  such  armory  or  armories  are  erected  or  pro¬ 
dded,  the  said  Armory  Board  shall  have  charge  thereof,  and  arrange 
for  its  occupancy  and  use  under  the  direction  and  responsibility  of 
the  senior  officer  in  command  of  such  company,  battery,  troop,  bat¬ 
talion,  or  regimental  organization. 

Section  5.  That  the  Armory  Board,  hereby  appointed,  shall  also 
constitute  a  board  for  the  general  management  and  care  of  said 
armories  when  established,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  and 
prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  their  management  and  govern¬ 
ment,  and  formulate  such  rules,  for  the  guidance  of  the  organization 
occupying  them,  as  may  be  necessary  and  desirable. 

Section  6.  The  term  of  each  appointee  shall  be  for  five  years  from 
the  date  of  his  appointment.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Armory 
Board,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

Section  7.  That  such  Armory  Board  shall  have  power  to  receive 
from  counties,  cities,  municipalities,  or  other  sources,  donations 
of  land  or  contributions  of  money,  to  aid  in  providing  or  erecting 
armories  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  the  National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  and  which  shall  be  held  as  other  property  for 
the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  such  counties, 
cities  or  other  municipalities  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
contributions  for  the  purpose  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  The  maximum  amount  to  be  expended  for  a  company  of 
infantry  shall  be  twenty  thousand  dollars ;  for  a  battery  of  artillery 
or  a  troop  of  cavalry,  thirty  thousand  dollars;  which  shall  include 
the  purchase  of  the  necessary  ground,  where  such  ground  is  not 
donated,  and  which  shall  be  exclusive  of  any  gift  or  donation  made 
to  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  particular  armory. 

Section  0.  That  when  the  aforesaid  Armory  Board  shall  receive 
from  the  Governor  information  of  the  disbandment  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  occupying  and  using  an 
armory  provided  by  the  Commonwealth  under  the  direction  of  the 
Armory  Board,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Armory  Board  to  take 
charge  of  such  armory ;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  make  sale  of  such  armory,  at  public  or  private  sale,  after  due  pub¬ 
lication,  for  the  highest  price  to  be  obtained  for  the  same,  and  return 
the  proceeds  thereof  into  the  State  Treasury. 

Section  10.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report,  annually,  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  incident  to  the  location  and  management  of  such  armories, 
respectively;  also,  a  detailed  account  of  disbursements;  which  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General,  and  a  copy  furnished  the 
Adjutant  General  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Ad¬ 
jutant  General’s  Department. 

Section  11.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  aforesaid  act,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
($250,000)  dollars  is  hereby  specifically  appropriated,  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  which  shall  be 
paid'  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  Gen¬ 
eral,  upon  properly  authorized  voucher  of  the  aforesaid  Board.

Under  the  Act  of  1905  the  limitation  for  the  erection  of  an  Armory 
for  a  Company  of  Infantry  was  placed  at  $20,000.00;  for  the  erection 
of  an  Armory  for  a  Battery  of  Artillery  or  a  Troop  of  Cavalry,  $30,- 
000.00  ;j  to  include  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  ground.  After  sev¬ 
eral  Armories  had  been  erected,  this  limitation  was  deemed  insuf¬ 
ficient  in  order  to  erect  a  substantial  building,  and  in  1907  the  Act 
was  amended  so  as  to  increase  the  limitation  for  an  Armory  for  a 
Company  of  Infantry  to  $25,000.00,  and  for  a  Battery  of  Artillery  or 
Troop  of  Cavalry  to  $35,000.00.  The  Act  of  1907  is  given  in  full  here¬ 
with  as  follows: 

(Wge  79,  r.  L.  1907) 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  eight  of  an  act,  entitled  “An  act  for  the  appointment  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  a  Board,  to  be  known  as  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  for  the  payment 'of  its  expenses;  and  for  providing,  managing,  ami 
caring  for  armories  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  ,  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  same;  authorizing  the  State  Armory  Board 
to  receive  from  counties,  cities,  municipalities,  and  other  sources  donations 
or  contributions  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,”  approved  the  eleventh  day  of 
May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five;  by  fixing  the  maxi¬ 
mum  amount  to  be  expended  for  a  company  of  infantry,  a  battery  of  artillery, 
or  a  troop  of  cavalry,  exclusive  of  gift  or  donation  made  for  the  benefit  of  an 
armory. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted.  <kc.,  That  section  eight  of  “An  act  en¬ 
titled^  ‘An  act  for  the  appointment  and  maintenance  of  a  Board,  to 
be  known  as  the  Armory  Board  of  the  Slate  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
for  the  payment  of  its  expenses;  and  for  providing,  managing,  and 
caring  for  armories  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  making  an  appropriation  for  the  same ;  authorizing  the 
Slate  Armory  Board  to  receive  from  counties,  cities,  municipalities, 
and  other  sources  donations  or  contributions  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act,’  approved  the  eleventh  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  nineteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  five,”  which  section  reads  as  follows: — 

“The  maximum  amount  to  be  expended  for  a  company  of  infantry 
shall  be  twenty  thousand  dollars;  for  a  battery  of  artillery  or  a 
troop  of  cavalry,  thirty  thousand  dollars;  which  shall  include  the 
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purchase  of  the  necessary  ground,  where  such  ground  is  not  donated, 
and  which  shall  be  exclusive  of  any  gift  or  donation  made  to  or  for 
the  benefit  of  any  particular  armory,”  be  amended  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows 

The  maximum  amount  to  be  expended  for  a  company  of  inffinUeY 
shall  be  twenty-five  thousand  dollars;  for  a  battery  of  artillery' #r  a 
troop  of  cavalry,  thirty-five  thousand  dollars;  which  shall  include  the 
purchase  of  the  necessary  ground,  where  such  ground  is  not  donated, 
and  which  shall  be  exclusive  of  any  gift  or  donation  made  to  or  for 
(he  benefit  of  any  particular  armory. 

APPROVED— The  15th  day  of  April.  A.  D.  1907.

The  Act  of  1905  carried  an  appropriation  of  $250,000.00,  from 
which  Armories  were  erected  at  Pottstown,  Pittston,  Columbia,  Mt. 
Pleasant,  Corry,  Easton,  Connellsville,  Chester  and  Grove  City, — the 
Armories  at  Pittston  and  Chester  being  two-company  Armories  and 
the  balance  single-company  Armories. 

The  Act  of  1907  appropriated  $400,000.00  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  Armories  and  from  this  appropriation  Armories  were 
erected  at  Media,  Williamsport,  Phoenixville,  Pine  Grove,  Reading, 
New  Brighton,  Doylestown,  Blairsville,  Warren  and  Franklin.  A 
building  was  also  purchased  at  Norristown  and  remodeled  as  a  single 
company  Armory;  the  Scranton  Armory  erected  at  a  cost  of  $225,- 
000.00,  was  purchased  for  $90,000.00,  this  being  a  regimental  Armory 
and  occupied  by  Headquarters,  Band  and  eight  Companies  of  the 
13th  Infantry,  and  Company  A,  Engineer  Battalion;  (lie  Bellefonte 
Armory  wras  also  purchased  for  $20,000.00,  which  had  originally  cost 
to  erect  $30,000.00;  and  a  piece  of  ground  was  purchased  at  Phoenix¬ 
ville  immediately  adjoining  the  building  occupied  by  Battery  C  as  an 
Armory,  on  which  to  erect  a  drill  shed  at  a  future  date.  Drill  halls 
only  were  erected  for  the  battalion  at  Williamsport  and  two  com¬ 
panies  at  Reading.  The  appropriation  Act  of  1907  is  published  in 
full  herewith  as  follows: 

(Page  634,  P.  L.  1907) 

AN  ACT 

Making-  an  appropriation  for  the  providing,  erection,  management,  and  care  of 
armories  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  use  of  the 
National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania;  said  armories  to  be  erected,  managed,  and 
cared  for  under  the  direction  of  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  ;  and  fixing  the  maximum  amount  to  be  expended  from  this  appropria¬ 
tion  for  an  armory  for  a  company  of  infantry,  for  an  armory  for  a  battery  of 
artillery,  and  for  an  armory  for  a  troop  of  cavalry;  and  to  complete  armories 
now  erected  or  in  course  of  erection,  under  the  supervision  of  said  Armory 
Board. 

Section  3.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($400,000)  is  hereby  specifically  appropriated,  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing,  erecting,  managing,  and  caring  for  armories,  for  the  use  of 
the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania;  the  providing,  erection,  man¬ 
agement,  and  care  of  such  armories  to  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania;  Provided,  That  not 
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fti'ore  than  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  appropriated  shall  be  ex- 
pfclfdVd  foV  managing  and  caring  for  armories  owned  by  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  for  insurance  of  same,  and  for  expense  of  Armory 
Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania:  Provided,  That  the  maximum 
amount  to  he  expended  from  this  appropriation,  for  the  providing 
or  erection  of  an  armory  for  a  company  of  infantry  shall  he  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  providing  or  erection  of  an  armory  for 
a  battery  of  artillery  or  troop  of  cavalry  shall  he  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars,  which  shall  include  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  ground, 
where  such  ground  is  not  donated,  and  which  shall  be  exclusive  of 
any  gift  or  donation  made  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  particular 
armory:  And  provided,  further.  That  the  Armory  Board  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  may  expend  from  this  appropriation  such 
sums  as  may  he  necessary  to  properly  acquire  and  complete  armories 
that  have  been  erected,  or  are  in  course  of  erection,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  said  Armory  Board,  the  aggregate  expenditure  not  in  any 
case  to  exceed  the  maximum  named  in  this  act;  this  appropriation  to 
be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General,  upon  properly  authorized  voucher  of  said  Armory  Board.

The  Legislature  of  1909  also  passed  an  Act  authorizing  counties, 
cities,  towns  and  boroughs  to  provide  and  appropriate  moneys  for 
the  purchase  and  conveyance  of  land  to  assist  the  State  Armory 
Board  in  the  erection  of  Armories,  and  this  Act  is  given  in  full  as 
follows,  followed  by  tin1  Act  authorizing  the  State  Armory  Board  to 
acquire  certain  real  estate  by  purchase  or  condemnation: 

(Rage  33,  P.  I..  1909) 

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  armories  for  the  National  (turn'd  of  Pennsylvania;  authorizing  counties, 
cities,  towns,  boroughs,  and  other  municipal  divisions  of  the  Commonwealth 
to  provide  and  appropriate  moneys,  or  purchase  and  convey  land,  or  convey 
land  owned  by  any  county,  city,  town,  borough,  or  other  municipal  division 
of  the  Commonwealth,  to  assist  the  Armory  Board  in  the  erection  of  armories, 
and  to  furnish,  free  of  cost  to  the  Commonwealth,  water,  light,  fuel,  either 
or  all,  for  use  in  any  armory. 

Section  1.  Be  if  enacted.  &c..  That  any  county,  city,  town,  bor¬ 
ough,  or  other  municipal  division  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  be, 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  either  independently  or 
in  connection  with  any  other  county,  city,  town,  borough,  or  munici¬ 
pal  division  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  provide  and  appropriate 
moneys,  or  convey  land  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  to 
assist  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  erection, 
wherever  deemed  most  advantageous  by  the  said  Armory  Board  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  of  armories  for  the  use  of  the  National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania:  and  to  furnish  water,  light,  or  fuel,  either 
or  all,  free  of  eosl  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  for  use  in 
any  armory  of  the  National  Guard;  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  to 
accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  acquire  certain  real 
estate,  by  purchase  or  condemnation  ;  providing  for  the  consent  of  the  municipal 
authorities;  prescribing  the  procedure  and  manner  of  service,  and  providing 
for  evidence  of  title. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  be  and  is  hereby  empowered,  whenever  it  shall  be 
by  them  deemed  necessary  to  perfect  the  title  of  real  estate  acquired 
by  them  for  the  purpose  of  the  erection  of  an  armory,  or  when  the 
site  acquired  is  insufficient  in  size  to  construct  said  armory,  and 
when  said  real  estate  so  acquired  shall  join  and  abut  a  piece  of  real 
estate  which  has  been  dedicated  to  public  use  as  a  public  highway, 
but  has  never  been  opened  as  or  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  dedicated,  to  take  said  real  estate  or  such  portion  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  for  public  use;  Provided,  That  the  consent  of  the 
municipal  authorities,  in  the  city,  town  or  borough  in  which  said 
real  estate  is  situated,  be  first  secured. 

Section  2.  That  before  the  taking  of  said  land,  as  aforesaid,  the 
said  Armory  Board  shall  present  its  petition  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  in  and  for  (he  county  in  which  said  real  estate  is  situated,  set¬ 
ting  forth  the  facts  and  reciting  the  consent  obtained  from  the 
municipal  authorities  where  said  land  is  located;  whereupon  the 
said  court  of  common  pleas  shall  appoint  three  discreet  and  dis¬ 
interested  freeholders  of  said  county  as  viewers,  and  appoint  a  time, 
not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  for  said 
viewers  to  meet,  at  and  upon  the  real  estate  aforesaid,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  determining  the  fair  value  of  all  and  singular  the  estates  or 
interests  in  the  lands  so  proposed  to  be  taken  for  the  use  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  designate 
the  several  owners  thereof  as  far  as  the  same  can  by  them  be  x-eason- 
ably  ascertained,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  said  court,  and  their 
award  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  and  confirmation.  The  report  of 
said  viewers,  or  any  two  of  them,  being  filed  in  said  court,  either 
party,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  may  file  his,  her  or  its,  or  their, 
appeal  from  said  report  to  said  court,  and  the  saiue  shall  then  be 
tried  by  the  said  court  and  a  jury,  and  after  final  judgment  either 
party  may  have  a  writ  of  error. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  confirmation  of  the  report,  or  judgment  upon 
a  verdict  in  case  of  appeal,  and  (lie  payment  of  the  sum  of  money  so 
awarded  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto;  or,  where  the  several  owners 
of  easement  interest  therein  can  not  be  readily  ascertained,  are  un¬ 
known,  or  live  without  the  jurisdiction  of  said  court,  then  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  said  sum  of  money  or  award  into  the  court  of  common  pleas, 
for  the  use  of  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  entitled  thei’eto ;  the 
title  to  the  lands  and  estates,  or  other  intei’ests  therein,  thus  paid 
for,  shall  become  vested  in  fee  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  an  exemplification  of  the  record  of  said  court  in  the  prern- 
ises  shall  be  the  proper  and  sufficient  evidence:  Provided,  howevei*, 
That  the  consent  of  the  municipal  authorities,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
a  waiver  of  all  rights  of  the  same  to  damages  or  compensation  for 
said  taking;  And  providing,  That  where  the  lands  proposed  to  be 
taken,  as  aforesaid,  are  situated  in  any  town  or  city  having  more 
than  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  the  viewers  contemplated  by  this  act 
shall  be  residents  of  such  town  or  city. 
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Section  4.  That  service  of  notice  of  the  meeting  of  viewers,  afore¬ 
said,  upon  any  person  not  known,  or  not  residing  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  said  court,  shall  be  had  by  publication,  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  published  in  the  city,  town,  or  borough  in  which 
said  real  estate  is  situated,  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks; 
and  a  proof  of  such  publication  shall  be  a  proof  of  service  of  the 
notice  upon  all  parties  owning  an  interest  in  said  real  estate,  who 
are  not  otherwise  served  personally. 

Section  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

The  Legislature  of  1909  appropriated  $450,000.00  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  Armories,  which  was  reduced  bjr  the  Governor 
to  $350,000.00,  and  from  this  appropriation  Armories  were  erected  as 
follows: — at  Honesdale  and  Tamaqua;  an  administration  building 
for  the  18th  Regiment  Armory  at  Pittsburgh ;  and  purchase  was  made 
of  the  Second  Regiment  Armory  at  Philadelphia  for  $110,000.00,  the 
original  cost  of  erection  of  this  Armory  being  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$225,000.00,  including  the  value  of  the  land.  This  Armory  is  situated 
on  Broad  Street  near  Diamond,  and  is  a  very  valuable  piece  of  prop¬ 
erty,  has  been  extensively  remodeled  and  is  now  a  very  handsome 
building.  The  site  for  the  18th  Regiment  Armory  at  Pittsburgh  cost 
$155,000.00,  and  this  was  paid  from  donations  made  by  the  County 
of  Allegheny  to  the  State  Armory  Board.  A  substantial  Administra¬ 
tion  Building  is  erected  thereon,  and  the  Drill  Shed  will  be  erected 
in  the  future.  A  Drill  S'hed  was  also  erected  for  Battery  B  at  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  located  on  Emerson  Street,  the  site  costing  $35,000.00,  which 
was  paid  by  a  donation  from  the  County  of  Allegheny,  and  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  Building  still  remains  to  be  erected.  The  appropriation 
act  of  1909  is  given  herewith  as  follows: 

(Page  702,  P.  L.  1909) 

AN  ACT 

Making  an  appropriation  for  the  providing,  erection,  management,  and  care  of 
armories,  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  use  of  the 
National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  ;  said  armories  to  be  erected ,  managed ,  and 
cared  for  under  the  direction  of  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  ;  providing  maximum  amounts  to  be  expended  for  managing  and  caring 
for  armories  owned  by  the  State,  and  for  expenses  of  State  Armory  Board; 
and  fixing  the  maximum  amounts  to  be  expended  from  this  appropriation  for 
an  armory  for  a  company  of  infantry,  for  an  armory  for  a  battery  of  artillery, 
and  for  an  armory  for  a  troop  of  cavalry ;  and  to  properly  acquire  and  com¬ 
plete  armories  now  erected  or  in  course  of  erection  under  the  supervision 
of  said  Armory  Board. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted.  &c.,  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  ($450,000.00)  is  hereby  specifically  appro¬ 
priated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro¬ 
priated,  for  the  purpose  of  providing,,  erecting,  managing  and  caring 
for  armories  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania;  the 
providing,  erection,  management  and  care  of  such  armories  to  be  un¬ 
der  the  control  of  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania: 
Provided,  That  not  more  than  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  appro- 
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printed  shall  be  expended  for  managing  and  caring  for  armories, 
owned  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  for  insurance  of  same,  and  for 
expense  of  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania;  Provided, 
That  the  maximum  amount  to  be  expended  from  this  appropriation 
for  the  providing  or  erection  of  an  armory  for  a  company  of  infantry 
shall  be  twenty-five  thousand  dollars;  for  the  providing  or  erection  of 
an  armory  for  a  battery  of  artillery  or  troop  of  cavalry  shall  be 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars;  which  shall  include  the  purchase  of  the 
necessary  ground,  where  such  ground  is  not  donated,  and  which  shall 
be  exclusive  of  any  gift  or  donation  made  to  or  for  the  benefit  of 
any  particular  armory:  And  provided  further.  That  the  Armory 
Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  may  expend,  from  this  appro¬ 
priation,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  acquire  and  com¬ 
plete  armories  that  have  been  erected  or  are  in  course  of  erection  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  said  Armory  Board ;  the  aggregate  expenditure 
not,  in  any  case,  to  exceed  the  maximum  named  in  this  act.  This 
appropriation  to  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  Auditor  General,  upon  properly  authorized  vouchers  of  said 
Armory  Board. 

APPROVED — The  thirteenth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thou¬ 
sand  nine  hundred  and  nine,  in  the  sum  of  $350,000.  1  withhold  my 

approval  from  the  remainder  of  said  appropriation  because  of  in- 
sufficient  State  revenue.

On  September  20,  1910,  the  Governor,  Hon.  Edwin  S.  Stuart,  re¬ 
appointed  the  five  members  of  the  State  Armory  Board  as  follows :

Up  to  1911  the  State  Armory  Board  performed  the  duties  required 
of  them  without  any  compensation,  payment  only  being  made  of  ab¬ 
solute,  necessary  traveling  expenses,  and  the  Legislature  of  1911 
amended  the  original  Act  of  1905  by  providing  a  salary  of  $1,200.00 
per  annum  for  each  of  the  five  appointive  members,  the  Act  in  full 
being  given  herewith: 

(Page  804,  P.  L.  1911) 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  three  of  an  act,  entitled  “An  act  for  the  appointment  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  a  board,  to  be  known  as  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  for  the  payment  of  its  expenses,  and  for  providing,  managing,  and 
caring  for  armories  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  same;  authorizing  the  State  Armory  Board  to 
receive  from  counties,  cities,  municipalities,  and  other  sources,  donations  or 
contributions  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,”  approved  the  eleventh  day  of  May, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five;  fixing  the  salaries,  and 
providing  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Armory  Board. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  three  of  an  act,  entitled 
“An  act  for  the  appointment  and  maintenance  of  a  board,  to  be 
known  as  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  for 
the  payment  of  its  expenses,  and  for  providing,  managing  and  caring 
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for  armories  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania, 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  making  an  ap¬ 
propriation  for  the  same;  authorizing  the  State  Armory  Board  to 
receive  from  counties,  cities,  municipalities,  and  other  sources,  dona¬ 
tions  or  contributions  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,”  approved  the 
eleventh  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
five,  which  reads  as  follows:  to  wit, — 

“Section  3.  The  members  of  said  armory  board  shall  perform  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  without  any 
compensation  for  their  services :  but  their  actual  necessary  expenses, 
incident  to  the  location  and  establishment  of  such  armories,  shall  be 
borne  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  payable  from  ap¬ 
propriation  made  for  armory  purposes,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  that  the  said  section  shall  read  as  follows:  to  wit, — 
Section  3.  The  members  of  the  said  armory  board,  except  the  ex- 
officio  members  thereof,  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  per  annum;  said  salaries  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  the  appropriation  therefor  to  be  included  in  the  gen 
eral  appropriation  bill  providing  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and,  in  addition  to  such 
salary,  the  members  of  the  Armory  Board  shall  be  paid  their  actual 
necessary  traveling  expenses,  incident  to  the  location,  establishment 
and  management  of  armories,  payable  from  the  appropriation  made 
for  the  maintenance  of  armories.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &e.,  That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
six  hundred  fifty -four  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated,  for  the  use  of  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  to  cover  deficiencies  occurring  in  the  maintenance 
of  State  armories,  premium  due  on  insurance,  necessary  repairs  to 
armories,  and  extra  work  on  the  Franklin  armory,  during  the  two 
fiscal  years  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  May.  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  for  the  following  purposes: — -

ten  dollars.

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For  insurance  premium  due  on  the  Second  Regiment  armory,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  ninety-four 
cents. 

For  extra  foundations  in  the  erection  of  the  Franklin  armory,  two 
thousand  «four  hundred  and  eiglity-three  dollars  and  twelve  cents. 

For  architect’s  commission  on  extra  foundations,  in  the  erection 
of  the  Franklin  armory,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  sixty- 
five  cents. 

For  sink  installed  at  Franklin  armory,  thirty-three  dollars  and 
twenty  cents. 

For  necessary  repairs  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  armory,  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy  dollars.  , 

For  necessary  repairs  on  the  Easton  armory,  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

APPROVED— The  13tli  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1911.

The  Legislature  of  1911  further  appropriated  the  sum  of  $365,000.00 
for  erection  and  maintenance  of  Armories,  and  from  this  fund  a  sin¬ 
gle-company  Armory  has  been  erected  at  Bradford;  a  building  pur¬ 
chased  at  Meadville  and  remodeled  for  use  as  an  Armory  and  a  drill 
shed  being  added  thereto;  contracts  are  also  under  way  for  a  single- 
company  Armory  at  Monongahela,  and  a  two-company  Armory  at 
Pottsville.  From  this  appropriation  the  Armory  at  Nanticoke  was 
purchased  for  $11,000.00  and  has  been  remodeled;  also  the  Armory 
at  Plymouth  was  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $2,050.00,  the  building 
originally  costing  $20,000.00,  and  is  now  being  remodeled  at  a  cost 
of  about  $8,000.00,  and  will  be  a  very  handsome  Armory.  An  ad¬ 
ministration  building  at  Tyrone  is  also  being  erected,  and  the  drill 
hall  will  be  completed  from  the  next  appropriation.  At  Coraopolis 
a  single-troop  Armory  has  been  temporarily  provided  by  the  erection 
of  a  frame  building  costing  $5,000.00,  on  a  fine  site  donated  by  the 
Borough  of  Coraopolis  valued  at  $7,500.00;  and  a  frame  building  has 
also  been  leased  and  is  occupied  by  Field  Company  A,  Signal  Corps, 
at  Pittsburgh,  at  a  nominal  rental  of  $70.00  per  quarter,  and  a  per¬ 
manent  Armory  for  the  Signal  Corps  Company  will  be  provided  from 
the  next  appropriation.  The  stone  building  occupied  by  Battery  C  at 
Phoenixville  has  also  been  purchased  for  $4,000.00  from  the  Griffin 
Battery  Armory  Association,  and  is  being  remodeled,  and  a  Gun 
Shed  also  erected;  the  adjoining  lot  owned  by  the  State  is  admirably 
suited  for  the  Drill  Shed  to  be  erected  from  a  future  appropriation. 
Important  and  substantial  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  Sec¬ 
ond  Regiment  Armory,  enlarging  the  administration  building.  The 
appropriation  act  of  1911  is  published  in  full  herewith  as  follows: 
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(Page  297,  Appropriation  Acts,  Session  1911.)

Provided,  That  Ihe  maximum  amount  to  be  expended  from  this  ap¬ 
propriation  for  the  providing  or  erection  of  an  armory  for  a  com¬ 
pany  of  infantry  shall  be  twenty-five  thousand  dollars;  for  the  pro¬ 
viding  or  erection  of  an  armory  for  a  battery  of  artillery  or  a  troop 
of  cavalry  shall  be  thirty-five  thousand  dollars;  which  shall  include 
the  purchase  of  the  necessary  ground,  where  such  ground  is  not  do¬ 
nated,  and  which  shall  be  exclusive  of  any  gift  or  donation  made  to 
or  for  the  benefit  of  any  particular  armory:  And,  provided  further, 
That  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  may  expend 
from  this  appropriation  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide, 
acquire  and  complete  armories  that  have  been  erected  or  are  in  course 
of  erection  under  the  supervision  of  said  Armory  Board;  the  aggre¬ 
gate  expenditure  not,  in  any  case,  to  exceed  the  maximum  named  in 
this  act. 

Section  2.  The  sum  of  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  spe¬ 
cifically  appropriated,  for  fhe  purpose  of  managing  and  caring  for 
armories  heretofore  erected  or  provided,  and  to  be  erected  or  pro¬ 
vided,  for  the  two  fiscal  years  beginning  June  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eleven,  necessary  repairs  and  contingent  expenses  in  mainte¬ 
nance  of  armories,  actual  traveling  expenses  of  members  of  the  State 
Armory  Board,  clerical  expenses  of  board,  and  expenses  of  inspection 
of  armories.

Out  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  company  organizations  in  the 
National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  seventy-three  have  been  provided 
with  Armory  quarters  owned  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
except  in  the  case  of  Field  Company  A,  Signal  Corps,  where  a  build¬ 
ing  is  leased.  This  still  leaves  seventy -eight  company  organizations 
to  be  taken  care  of,  and  also  leaves  Armories  to  he  completed  at  Wil¬ 
liamsport.  Heading.  Tyrone.  Pittsburgh  (18th  Regiment  and  Battery 
B),  and  Phoenixville  (Battery  C).  The  appropriation  bill  introduced 
in  the  Legislature  of  1913  provides  for  the  completion  of  these  Ar¬ 
mories.  except  the  one  at  Phoenixville  for  Battery  C.  which  is  not 
absolutely  necessary  during  the  next  two  vears ;  and  the  bill  further 
provides  for  taking  care  of  twenty  seven  company  organizations,  con- 
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tingent  upon  an  acceptable  site  being  donated  either  by  approved 
deed  to  the  Commonwealth  or  the  donation  of  the  equivalent  amount 
in  money.  All  Armory  sites,  whether  donated  or  purchased,  are  ex¬ 
amined  by  a  title  insurance  company  before  deed  is  prepared,  and 
the  deed  is  finally  passed  by  the  Attorney  General’s  Department. 

The  management  and  care  of  Armories  is  entrusted  to  a  Local 
Armory  Board  under  rules  provided  by  the  State  Armory  Board, 
which  rules  are  given  herewith  as  follows: 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  GOVERNMENT  OF  ARM¬ 
ORIES  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 


CONTROL  OF  ARMORIES. 

1.  Every  armory  acquired  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  or  erected 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Armory  Board,  and  owned  by  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  shall  be  under  the  control,  direction  and  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Armory  Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

2.  The  control  of  armories  owned  by  Hie  State  shall  be  entrusted 
to  a  local  armory  board  consisting  of  the  two  senior  officers  of  the 
troops  quartered  therein,  and  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Ar¬ 
mory  Board  it  is  deemed  expedient,  they  may  select  a  third  member 
of  such  local  armory  board.  The  senior  officer  shall  be  the  chairman 
of  the  local  armory  board. 

3.  All  military  stores  belonging  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  for 
which  the  commanding  officers  whose  troops  are  quartered  therein 
are  responsible  and  accountable  for,  shall  be  stored  in  the  armory 
wherein  their  commands  are  quartered. 

4.  The  armories  shall  in  no  way  be  used  for  the  care  or  the  storage 
of  any  property  oilier  than  the  property  issued  to  the  companies  by 
the  S'tate  of  Pennsylvania,  or  property  belonging  to  the  National 
Guard  organizations  and  used  for  military  purposes. 

5.  Any  dispute  arising  in  a  local  armory  board,  concerning  the 
local  government  or  control  of  the  armory  property,  shall  be  referred 
in  writing  to  the  commanding  officer  to  which  the  organizations  are 
attached,  and  the  decision  of  such  commanding  officer  shall  be  given 
in  writing  and  will  be  respected. 

0.  Janitors,  armorers,  engineers  and  laborers  shall  only  lie  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  local  armory  board,  when  approved  by  the  Armory 
Board  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

7.  The  compensation  of  all  employees  in  armories  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  local  armory  board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Armory 
Board,  in  all  cases  where  such  compensation  has  not  been  fixed  by 
the  Armory  Board. 

8.  Members  of  the  Armory  Board,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the 
Adjutant  General,  the  Division  Commander,  the  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  Brigade,  or  any  officer  detailed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
the  Division,  Brigade,  or  respective  regimental  commanders  to  which 
the  organization  is  attached,  shall  at  all  times  have  access  to  all  parts 
of  the  armories. 

9.  The  use  of,  sale  of,  or  storing  of  intoxicatiug  liquors  in  the 
building  or  on  the  property,  is  absolutely  prohibited. 
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RENTING  OF  ARMORIES. 

10.  The  local  armory  board  in  charge  of  such  armory,  subject  al¬ 
ways  to  the  approval  of  the  .commanding  officer  of  the  Regiment  and 
Adjutant  General,  and  under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Armory  Board,  may  rent  out,  or  lease,  any  armory  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  providing  that  such  lease 
or  rental  shall  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  military  usages 
of  such  armory;  and  that  all  moneys  received  for  rentals,  and  all  ex- 
penditures  made  on  account  of  the  •maintenance  of  the  armory  shall 
be  accounted  for  quarterly  by  the  local  armory  board  in  like  manner 
as  other  State  moneys  are  accounted  for;  the  account  to  be  on  blank 
form  to  he  provided  by  the  Armory  Board  under  such  further  regula¬ 
tions  as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

REPAIRS  TO  ARMORIES. 

11.  Repairs,  the  cost  of  which  exceed  $50.00,  can  only  be  contracted 
for  by  the  local  armory  board  in  charge,  when  an  estimate  of  such 
repairs  and  their  limit  of  cost  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  State 
Armory  Board.  All  expenditures,  whether  for  repairs  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  duly  accounted  for  by  the  local  armory  board  in  charge  on 
blanks  provided  for  that  purpose. 

The  organization  of  the  Local  Armory  Board  is  approved  by  the 
State  Armory  Board  and  the  treasurer  selected  must  file  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  Schedules  of  rentals  are  prepared 
by  the  Local  Boards  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  and  the  revenue 
derived  from  rentals  is  used  in  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the 
Armory.  The  treasurer,  being  bonded,  is  the  only  officer  authorized 
to  receive  and  pay  out  moneys  on  account  of  Local  Boards. 

For  a  single-company  Armory  an  annual  allowance  of  .$420.00, 
payable  quarterly,  is  made  for  maintenance,  to  be  expended  for  light, 
heat,  janitor’s  salary  and  necessary  articles  for  keeping  the  Armory 
clean;  for  a  two-companv  Armory  on  allowance  is  made  of  .$700.00 
per  year,  payable  $175.00  quarterly;  for  a  three-company  Armory  an 
allowance  of  $1,000.00  per  year,  payable  $250.00  quarterly ;  and  for  a 
regimental  Armory  special  provision  is  made  for  maintenance  based 
upon  local  conditions. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Local  Board  is  required  to  tile  a  report  for 
each  quarter  ending  February,  May,  August  and  November,  and  no 
allowance  is  advanced  for  the  next  quarter  until  the  report  is  filed, 
audited  and  approved;  and  in  this  report  an  accounting  is  made  for 
all  moneys  received  either  on  account  of  maintenance  or  rental  of 
the  Armory.  Leases  to  support  receipts  for  rentals  are  filed ;  and  for 
all  expenditures  made  certified,  itemized  vouchers  are  filed  with  the 
report. 

A  general  summary  and  a  detailed  account  of  receipts  and  expendi¬ 
tures  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Armory  Board  are  given  herewith, 
which  will  show  in  detail  the  items  received  on  account  of  appropria- 
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tions,  donations  and  interest,  and  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on 
account  of  purchase  of  sites,  purchase  of  Armory  buildings,  erection 
of  Armories,  including  general  contracts,  additions,  architects’  fees, 
emblematic  tablets,  repairs  and  improvements;  also  give  in  detail  the 
maintenance  of  each  Armory ;  and  also  the  expense  of  members, 
clerks,  advertising  and  title  transfer,  insurance  and  general  expenses.

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The  detailed  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Armory  Board 
are  published  in  Tables  I  and  II ;  and  the  detailed  expenditures  of 
the  Treasurer  are  given  herewith  in  Tables  III  and  IV. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  statements  that  in  quite  a  number  of 
cases  Armory  sites  have  been  donated  in  addition  to  cash  donations 
received  from  counties,  cities  and  boroughs,  which  have  increased  the 
equity  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  Armories  purchased  or  erected 
beyond  money  actually  expended  by  the  State  to  the  extent  of  $585,- 
015.78,  the  value  of  the  Armory  sites  in  all  cases  being  carefully  esti¬ 
mated  or  appraised,  based  on  reliable  figures  furnished,  and  the  esti¬ 
mate  in  each  case  has  been  conservatively  made.  A  table  showing 
the  equity  of  the  State  and  the  total  value  of  Armory  properties  is 
given  herewith :
